“The rensons why Kentficky whis- 
kics 5 rp“ those of nny other Strate 
or couutry are, first, the superiority 
ef the Krain; s’cond, the purity and 
quality of the limestone water, and 
last, but uot least, the m dv of distil 
lation. Bourbon whisky generally 
contains 70 per cent. corn, 15 per cent, 
rye; 15 per cent. malt, while rye 
whisky contiins 85 per cent. of rve 
and 15 per cent. of barley malt. Af. 
ter the ingredients are im ide into 
“mash,” which is proiuced in a large 
tub, with «a revoiving rake to stir 
them, it is then run off into ferment- 
ing apartment, near which isa yeast 
room, so arrange! that it is easily 
transported to the fermenting tubs, 
each of which has a capacity for hold- 
ing thousands of gallons, ef mash, 
which, when fully fermented, is called 
beer. For sour mash whisky, the fer- 
mentation is produced without the nse 
of yeast, When the ſermegtation is 
effected the beer is run into what is 
walled a beer-well, and from there 
pumped up to the beer-still. The 
vapor new condenses in the large’ cop- 

worm, thus producing the first 
ow wives and the first distillation. 
The next develops the genulne 
article. The low wines are pumped 
to a large receiver, and from it the 
fire copper still is. charged or filled, 
and then doubled by dick fire under 
the still, by which means pure whisky 
is obtained and the distillation com- 
pleted.” 

Six States annually produce whisky 
to the value of $4,000,000. Ken- 
tucky, although famous in this con- 
nection, distils only half as much as 
Illinois, which heads the list with 
$14,000,000; Ohio, ten; Kentucky, 
seven; Indiana, four; New York, 
three and a quarter, and Pennsylvania 
nearly two millions. 

The enormovs increase in the con- 
sumption of liquor in this country has 
been in fa of greatly increased cost. 
Thus, in 1863, when the taxes on 


whisky were twenty cents per gallon, 
the production was 25,882,652, while 
in 1878, with taxes ninety cents, the 
number of galions made was 78,880, 
947. 

The great national importance of 
the whisky. trade may be gathered 
from the fact that in the past seven- 
teen years the distillers have paid in- 
to the United States treasury, in taxes, 
nearly Nine Hundred Millions of dol- 
lars. The aim of this article has been 
to treat of whisky from à commercial 
standpoint. Its scope does not allow 
room for avy reflections upon the 
moral aspect of this gigantic traffic:

The debris after a few 
years’ fallowing formed a rich loam, 
aud the land thus produced would be 
the richest in the State. The owners 
of Swamp Land District No.-1 would 
be glad if the debris could be Gepos- 
ited on this land. The only difficulty 
in the execution of this work was the 
question as to who should bear the 
cost of the construction of canals. 

This opinion comes from the best 
authority on land matters in Califor- 
fia, and the plan proposed appears the 
only practical way out of the slickens 
trouble.

A prominent member of the Cali- 
fornis Geological Society, writing to 
the editor of the Gazerrx, says: A- 
though there have been many cases of 
the kind referred to in your paper, 
yet it is believed by scieirtists that 
they have always been without foun- 
dation. Itisthought that in every 
instance there has been some crack or 
opening through which the frog ef- 
fected its entrance, perhaps when 
very small, which being disturbed by 
the force of the blast, was lost sight 
of.” We too pains to investigate the 
case of the Carson frog at ouce, and 
as far as we can learn from eve wit- 
nesses the pieces of*rock fitted to- 
gether perfectly. There was no crev- 
ice or crack through which even air 
or water could penetrate. The rock 
is a coarse sandstone, perfectly homo- 
geneous. The frog was yellow in- 
stead of green and had very little 
vitality. The light seemed to stupify 
him. Unfortunately neither the frog 
nor the pieces of rock can be found, 
although search for the latter will be 
continued. The freg was found by a 
prisoner named John Curran, aod is 
vouched for by nearly all the inmates 
of the institution, among whom are 
many of Nevada's representative men 
and promineat citizens.

Eager To Die With Her Lover. — 


Cincinnati, Oct. 6. — Miss Lulu 
George, who shot herself in the breast 
yesterday through grief at the death 
of her lover, is thought to-night to be 
dying. The case is a very sad one 
She was a young woman ef rare ac- 
complishments, a painter of much 
ability, a finished pianist, and a com- 
poser of music. She was a student of 
vocal music in Theodore Thomas's 
college. She wus 19 years of age, of 
handsome fuce and figure, and was a 
resident of Bonapart, Iowa. She was 
engaged to be married in December to 
Fredrick Ferriman, an estimable 
young man, traveling salesman for a 
Cincinnati house, whose home was 
at Dixon, III. Saturday night Ferri- 
mau died of congestive chilis, at the 
St James hotel. Miss George was 
present at his death. Her prayers for 
his life, or if that waa not spared, for 
her own death, were couched iu lan- 
guage so passionate as to fll with 
amazement those who heard them.

Suicides Iocreasing lu Europe. 


The number of suicides of late 
ears bas greatly increased in Saxony. 
he statistics for 1878 show that there 

were 1,126 cases of suicide committed, 
of which 215 were women. In 749 
cases death was ¢atised by hanging, 
in 217 by drowning; in 88 by shoot- 
iug. The causes which led to commit 
the crime were, in 284 cases, melan- 
choly, in 105, weariness of life; io 94, 
drunkenness and distemper; in 90, 
mental disturbances; in 89, poverty; 
in 65, physica! suffering; in 39, un- 
happy love affairs. The ages of those 
committing suicide varied generally 
between 90 and 14. The number of 
suicides in England, or in London 
at any rate, during the last few weeks 
has also been three times as great as 
it was during the last year at the seme 
time. It is supposed that the bad 
weather, the lack of sunshine, fre- 
quent raion, the recent storms and in- 
undations, have had a had influence 
on the minds of the inhabitants. 


Three Miles Above the Seen. 


The Mexican voicano of Orizaha, 
17,300 feet above the sea level, has 
beea ascended by M. Athalza, a resi- 
dent in Puebla. Thirteeu persons ac- 
compaoied him, one of whom died at 
the top from rarefaction of the air 
and another a few days afterward 
from erysipelas caused by the reflec- 
tion of the sun on the snow. 7000 
steps had to be cut in the snow to 
gain the summif, and the expedition 
occupied four , one of which was 
a blank owing to rain andJsnow. Bar- 
on Muller, in 1859, first made the as-

VACCINATION. 


Is Vaccine Virus Poison? 


An Anti-Vaccination League Organized 
in New York. 


From the New York Sun. 


The “First Aati- Vaccination League 
of America” was formed in the lec- 
ture room of the United States Medi- 
cal College, Thirteenth street, last 
evening. The movement was brought 
about mainly by the presence of Mr. 
William Tebb, an Englishman, who 
lives in the fashionable quarter o“ 
London, who has stubbornly resisted 
thirteen prosecutions for refusing 
to have his children vuccinat- 
ed. He was fined twelve times, but 
on the thirteenth he says the British 
Government got tired and did not 
melest him gurther. His attention 
was first drawn to the subject by tak- 
ing his second daughter to be vaccin- 
ated after one effort to vaccinate her 
had failed. The physician said, 
„Take your daughter home and let 
her alone. Vaccivation won't pre- 
vent small-pox, and it may ds the 
child an injury.” Seon he made up 
his mind that the compulsory vaccin- 
ation act was a tyranny because it 
made people liable to take igoculable 
diseases, and did not insure them 
against taking small-pok. He hunted 
“up books aud statistics, and ascer- 
tuined that at leatt eight per cent. of 
those who died of small-pox in Eng- 
land were those who had been vac- 
cioated, The more he read and in 
vestigated, the more he became deter- 
mined to resist the vaccination act. 
He published tracts, got up lectures, 
established

and paid his fine every time rather 
than permit his children to be yaccin- 
ated. Wheuever he could get any 
one to resist the law, he furnished aid 
and comfort. Anti-vaccioation soci- 
eties were formed, lawyers were eu- 
gaged to defend accused persons, fines 
were paid, and his own case was Car- 
ried to the highest court, where it 
was decided against him. Still he 
would not yield, aod he has not yield- 
ed to the vaccination of his youngest 
children. Wherever he goes he car- 
ries his anti-vaccination tracts, and 
preaches resistance to the law as the 
chief means of effecting a change in 
public sentiment. He nowannounces 
with pride that in two of the York- 
shire towus the opposition to vaccina- 
tion is so strong that in each of them 
there are 6000 children not vaccinated. 
He numbers among the leading pub- 
lic men Sho oppose vaccination, Her- 
hert Spencer, John Bright, W. E. 
Gladstone, Jacob Bright, Prof. P. W. 
Newman, Mr. Pearce, M. P., Dr. 
Wilkinson and Dr. J. W. Collins. 
Finding his idea was not entirely new 
to New Yorkers, Mr. Tebb was glad 
to attend the meeting last evening. 


VACCINATION PREDISPOSES TO SMALL- 
POX. 


Alexander Wilder, M. D., on taking 
the chair, said he had long been hos- 
tile to vaccination. He was satisfied 
that after vaccination persons are 
more likely to take any disease—even 
small-pox itself. When once the 
blood is contaminated by bovine virus 
the chance of taking small-pox is 
greater than if the vaccination had not 
been done. From his personal obser- 
vation among) relatives and friends 
aod patients he was satisfied that 
Many persons contract small-pox after 
vaccination, and even after they have 
had small-pox once. He was satisfied 
that Jenner, the discoverer of vaccina- 
tion, never recommended the use of 
bovine virus as a preventive. 


POISONED BY VACCINE VIRUS. 


Mr. Tebb gave hiseviews aod exper- 
ience to the meeting. In addition to 
the facts recited above, he said that he 
had known several cases of great hard- 
ship, in which poor men had been 
persecuted for retusing to have their 
children vaccinated. He spoke of the 
case of a man named Nye, a clock - 
maker, who bad been imprisoned nine 
times because of his refusal to comply 
with the law. The man's reason was 
that two of his children who had died 
were, in his opinion, poisoned by vac- 
eins virus. 

COMPULSORY VACCINATION, 


| Mr. Tebb related the experience of 
his own physician, who lost $2500 
a yearion his practice by refusing to 
vaccinate. One lady, a uger on 
the steamship, told Mr. Tebb that she 

d lost two children by vaccine poi- 
„a. She told the doctor that he had 
used bad virus, but she said to Mr. 
Tebb, ‘‘at that time I did not know 
that it was all bad.” Io Montreal, 
where the vaccine virus was punctur- 
ed into the people by law, the public 
indignation at the outrage 80 
strong in consequetice of the obvious 
fact that vaccination does net prevent 
small pox, that a mob of 10,000 peo- 
ple actually threatened to tear down 
the buildings io which the authurities 
were assembled to a compulsory 
vaccination act. e people had seen 
their children diseased by the poison 
of vaccine virus, and saw that nothing 
but a mob would put an end to it, 
just as a mob put aa ead to the old- 
fashioned inoculation that was con- 
demoed only after a hundred years of 
failure. 


A SATIRICAL DOCTOR'S VIEWS. 


Dr. Wilder said that to etart a run- 
niog ulcer ia a man's arm would be 
about as useful in preventing him from 
taking small-pox as any other method. 
Indeed, that is about what vaccina-

tion ia, he added. I used to believe 


in vaccinating from the arm, but now 
I am of the opinion that the least dan- 
derous way is to get vaccine matter 
from a respectable calf, rather than 
run the risk of some of the sere urms 
that now often furnish the supyly of 
virus.”

M. D., as Executive Committee. The 
object of the society is to awaken the 
attention of the public to the evils of 
vaccination and to its inutility, to put 
an end to its practice, and to prevent 
legislation for its enforcement. 


ABOUT CICARS. 


How to Tell the Imported from the 
Domestic—What the Nasties on the 
Boxes Mean. . 


From the Cincinnati Times. 
There is probably no other ärtiele 
of general consumption ot which so 
little is knowo by the consumer as 
cigars. Nioety men in a hundred 
smoke, and two or three of the ninety 
— know what they are smoking. 
t requires but little instruction to in- 
form the smoker how to distinguish 
the difference between the imported 
and domestic article before lighting it. 
On the bottom of every box of do- 
mestic cigars is a small brand burnt 
in the wood with the name of manu- 
facturer and the district und state in 
which the cigars are mace. There is 
never a burut brand on the bottom of 
a box of imported cigars. A careful 
examination will convince the smoker 
at once as to the kind of cigars he is 
purchasing. The superiority of im- 
ported cigars is unquestioned, and 
why it isso is a question that nearly 
every smoker has settled to his own 
satisfaction. Nine out of ten atribute 
that superiority to the Havana mode 
of sweating and to the Cuban work- 
ers. Tunis is all bosh. Tobaco can 
be and is just as well prepared in this 
country, aod we have cigar makers in 
Civcivnati equal to the best in Cuba. 
The tobacco raised on that isiand is 
the best in the world, aud that is the 
reason and the only reason its cigars 
are the best. The grades of Havuna 
cigars differ widely. The finest are 
seldow met with in this country. 
Nearly all are sent to Europe to be 
vonverted into blue vapor and snowy 
ashes by crowned heads aud titled 
nebility, bloated aristocrats, born 
with Regalia Brittania Intimidads in 
their mouthe, soto speak. For the 
past five years the Cuba tobacco crops 
have been comparative failures, and 
the “‘crops” of cigars consequently be- 
iow the average io quality. This 
failure, combined with the largely 
increased manufacture in ‘his country 
of imported Havana lef, has had a 
powerful effect in diminishing the 
sale of imported cigars. The immense 
business dung lately by the Key West 
factories has also seriously injured the 
import trade. 
THE KEY WEST 
cigars are made on that island from 
tobacco brought from Cuba; or at 
least, they are supposed to be so man- 
ufactured. Great quantities of goods 
are sold as Key West cigars that have 
the First District of Florida brand, 
that are of Florida tobacco. The only 
way to distioguish the fraudulent 
brand from the genuine is to give one 
of the weeds to a connoisseur and let 
him smoke it. Smokers are often puz- 
zled to know what the various marks 
und brands on « box of imported 
cigars mean. Before the writer is @ 
box of Escepcions, Reina Victoria ex- 
tra. Ou the lid of the box is an oval 
burnt brand with this inscription: *‘La 
Escepcion de Jaue y Gener, Habana.” 
Escepcion is the name of the cigar 
factory, and Jane y Guner the names 
of the original manufacturers, y sig- 
nifying and. Onone end of the box 
is the word Maduro, which refers to ~ 
the color of the cigar and means dark. 
The colors of the imported cigars are 
distinguished by the followiag words: 
Claro, light; Ciaro-Colorado, Colora- 
do, medium; Colorado-Maduro and 
Maduro, dark. Oscuro is used to dis- 
tinguish a very dark domestic cigar, 
but is never on imported goods, 
Flor Fina, „etc., refer to the 
quaiity of the wrapper and the man 
ner in which the cigar is made. Flor 
Fina is the best, Flor second and Su- 
perior third. The size of the cigar is 
always marked on the box, such as 
Reina, Seina, Victoria, Regalia, Con- 
cha, Londres, and so on through a 
long list. Fabricanti de Tobaco De 
Vuelta-Absjo” is an inscription often 
met with on imported cigar boxes; it 
signifies that the tobacco of which the 
cigar is made is “Vuelto-Abaje,” the 
best tabacco in Cuba. Imported 
boxes always have two stamps—the 
importers and the tax paid stamps. It 
is possible to counterteit these well 
enough to deceive the 288 smoker, 
but he can always tell an imported 
cigar by looking at the bottom of the 
box. The imported box never has 3 
burnt brand there, and the box of do- 
mestic cigars must have it.

COMO AND PALMYRA. 


A Famous Old Camp Revived 
and Promising Well. 


The “Gasette” Sends a Reporter to 
Visit the Mines and Give their True 
Condition Tb Truth of the Matter. 


Como went up like a rocket in 18 
and came down like a stick in 1864. 
For three years it was as much talked 
of as Virginia City, aud bad a popu- 
lation only second to that on the Com- 
stock. It had ‘a street a mile long 
with not a vacant lot. Its hotels were 
commodions, and its saloons crowded, 
A ten stamp mill was built and ore 
from the Whitman mine, which 
adsayed inte the hundreds, wus hauled 
to it and worked. The asto..ishment 
and distress ot the owners can be im 
agined when it was found that the

Mereary Marking Zerv — Sigoaling 
160 Miles—Completion of the Work. 


The astronomical and geodetic party 
under charge of Prof. Davidson, has 
finished its work at Stafion Round 
Top in the Sierra Nevada, south of the 
Carson Pass, but not before it had eu- 
countered twe very severe storms of 
snow and wind, iu which the ther- 
mometer. was searly zero for many 
days. When they came out the snow 


averaged four feet io depth; aod the 
men and animals sank three feet 
inte it.

THE SECOND RACE 


Was a half-mile dash, fora purse of 
$400, open fur any horse in the United 
States; first horse, $250; second, $90; 
third, $60. Four entries were made: 
Greeley, Emma Skaggs, Mustang and 
Charley. ‘The dasi® was won by Gree- 
lev. Time, 514. In this connection 
the Silver State says: 


Two years ago Emma Skaggs. the 
Eureka mare and Ballot Box, the Reno 
horse, got away with the lion's share 
of the spoils at the races here. Yes- 
terday the owners of those horses, W. 
II. Sweeney, of Eureka, and A. 
Evans, of Reno; invested heavily on 
the mare against Greeley and Mustang, 
while the Winnemucca boys backed 
the home horses. The sold 
lively, the mare being the favorite at 
$40 to $25 for the fie!d, and before the 
race came off the mare sold at the 
rate of $20 to $10 against the field.

BALLOONING UNDER WATER. 


A Sabmerged Rock Weighing Twenty 


Tons Lifted by a Balle: n. 


From the Chicago Field. 
A wonderful and highly successful 


in the harbor of Kiel, Deur Hamburg. 
The so-called Reith method, named 
afier its inventor, was practically ap- 
piied to raise a gigantic boulder, of 
twenty tons in weight from the depths 
of the barbor ioto which it had been 
sunk.

again made his appearance, with the 
announcement that the five separate 
stop-cocks of the iron tubes hau been 
dajy opened, According to the Cal 
culations of the inventor the balloon 
would be filled gradually with car- 
benic acid gas.
